At the end of subtitle C of title XVIII, add the fol-

lowing new section: 

SEC. 18ll. REQUIREMENT TO DEVELOP A BUSINESS CASE 1

FOR A NEW EPA AIR QUALITY INFORMATION 2

TECHNOLOGY SYSTEM. 3

Not later than 90 days after the date of enactment 4

of this Act, the Administrator of the Environmental Pro-5

tection Agency shall develop a business case, in alignment 6

with the System Life Cycle Management process of the 7

agency, for a new information technology system that— 8

(1) manages and reports air quality data col-9

lected through the national ambient air quality mon-10

itoring system; 11

(2) addresses issues with the air quality system 12

(AQS) and AirNow; and 13

(3) details considerations of alternatives, if ap-14

propriate. 15
